STUDY OF SUN HELPS 
SCIENCE IN ACCURATE 
WEATHER FORECASTS 
WAHINGTON—The heat 
of 
tb<* 
sun has proven relation not only to 
clr-.nges in the earth’s 
temperature, 
rut to tur variations in weather con­ 
ditions in general, Smithsonian Insti­ 
tution scientists have decided after 
experiments covering a long period. 
Mb* increase the dependability of their 
observations the exipert* hope to es­ 
tablish within a few years stations in 
various parts of the world where data 
can be gathered. 
Through a series of papers dealing 
with experiment of its astrophyaical 
observatory, the institution says “re­ 
searches give clear proof of a connec­ 
tion between solar 
variations 
and 
weather changes, but show that the 
relation is a complex one.” 
Whether recent abnormal aspects of 
world-wide weather have been caused 
by solar conditions cannot be deter­ 
mined, because extended records of the 
past history of solar radiation are 
lacking.

Dr.. C. G. Abbot, assistant secretary 
of thq institution and the director of 
the astrophyaical observatory, says 
that not only does the heat received 
by the earth from the sw appear va­ 
riable, but that the changes can be 
predicted nearly a week in advance by 
looking at the sun through a tele-, 
scope.
